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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1. The drawings are objected to because they contain titles and other wording not necessary 
to the understanding of the drawings. The drawings should contain reference numbers that are 
referred to in the disclosure and defined within the disclosure to understand the invention. See 
the cited references and their drawings for reference. A proposed drawing correction or 
corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the 
application.

Specification 

2. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it includes more than the required 
limited one paragraph. Furthermore, it is also longer than that which is allowed. See MPEP 
Section 608.01(b) and 37 CFR 1.72. Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

Claim Objections 

3. The claim is objected to because of the following informalities: The claim is written in 
more than one sentence, which is not allowed. See MPEP section 608.01(m) and 37CFR 1.75. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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5. Claiml is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12 5 second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 
to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. The claim contains language that makes limitations optional rather than a 
requirement. It is unclear whether these limitations are part of the invention or not. For 
example, "These holes, can be varied in sizes from 1/16" to W 9 . . .". It is not clear whether the 
holes are in this range or whether the holes can be any size. 

% Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

7. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by any one of Argyris 
5,799,413, Chi 5,845,418 and Kim 5,921,003. Each of these references discloses evenly spaced 
holes (1 1 in Chi '418, 15 in Argyris '413 and 38 in Kim c 003) located through all or any of the 
composite layers of the shoe insole (see Figures of each reference). The insole in each reference 
is removable and insertable into a shoe (henceforth, an insole) and helps relieve pressure on the 
foot by allowing air to escape from the insole when pressure is applied. The holes are round (see 
Figures in each reference) and can be varied in size based upon the desired ventilation. The 
holes are separated from each other by l A" to 1" (see Figures in each reference) and in a pattern. 
The holes can be distorted or stretched since the material of the insole stretches when pressure is 
applied.
